“Men go down 
like ten pins, buildings collapse like 
a house of playinj card*, guna are 
turned over aa If by some unseen 
hand. Even the earth disturbed la in¬ 
stantly flattened out by the seme ex¬ 
traordinary waves of force. 


African Elephants, Now being Killed 
Off, Have Long Furnished the 
* Supply of Ivory 

When the King and Queen vlnltedl 
the London docks a short time ago. ( 
aaya London Answers, they saw laid* 
ont on the floor of one of the great 
warehouses 9760,000 worth of Ivory— 
an array of fine tuska which must 
have represented great hunting adven¬ 
tures in tropical forests. 

Africa is the chief source of the 
world's supply of Ivory, and It la esti¬ 
mated that 70,000 elephants are an¬ 
us 11 y slaughtered for their tusks. Bat 
not more than twenty per cent of this 
Ivory la represented la the total Itn 
ports to unrope. 

Elephants have been dying off for 
years an£ years, and It is only since 
ivory came into gejeral use that their 
tuaka have been dug from the toll.. 
Some of them hnya. in the meantime, 
been stored and used by natives In 
many wnya. Even today some native 
chiefs in the interior of Africa po e aeaa 
stockades round their palaces com¬ 
posed of rows of tuska oollocied when 
they were of little value, and they ndw 
barter these for the luxuries of mod¬ 
ern life. 

But elephants still abound in the 
German Southwest African district 
known aa Caprlvi. This place la in the 
extreme south of Ovalbpoland, has 
been completely unexplored by Ger¬ 
mans In order to avoid Irritating the 
natives, and yet the district contains 
more elephants than any other In 
Africa. The Portuguese are well ac¬ 
quainted with th£ fact, and the Ivory 
which they convey thence via Angola 
has long been a sourca of unlimited 
wealth. 

Of course. Ivory is produced in small 
quantities by ttu hippopotamus, nar¬ 
whals and sperm whale, bat the conv 
paratlvely lnstgnflcant tuaka of the 
former have long ceased to suffice 
even for dentists alone, though no 
other kind of Ivory is adapted for their 
special requirements. Any supply that 
may be extracted from the ocean la 
obviously of too alight and precarious 
a nature to be relied on. and though 
Important remains of mammoth tuaka 
ace from time to time unearthed in 
Siberia the ivory trade ootn ancient 
and modern has practically depended 
upon the African elephant 

Although in recent years the Ivory 
imported Into London has decreased, 
the falling off has been caused by a 
new market having been created by 
the opening up of the Congo Free 
State. The Ivory coming frrm that 
region la now sold In Antwerp, so that 
when the quantities are put together 
the total Imports actually show an .'n- 
crease. 

The average weight of Ivory obtain¬ 
ed from a single elephant Is about fifty 
pounds, but tasks weighing up to ISO 
pounds and ISO pounds have been pro¬ 
cured. Examples have even been 
recorded of tusk. exceeding 200 
pounds in weight, but these are very 
rare. 

The moet expensive tusks are those 
used In the manufacture of billiard 
ball*; they have coet aa much as 1*00 
per hundredweight but the average 
prk^sprobably nearer |600 per hun- 
Tho average price for 
nf^W^Us** may be stated at from 
$2 to I3.7S a pound. Apart from bil¬ 
liard balls. Ivory te chiefly used for 
knife and other handles, combe, piano 
keys, chessmen and carved ornaments.

The bomb la similar in slae and 
weight to the dynamite bomb hitherto 
used with great effect. The material 
composing it. which is simple, can be 
conveyed to any air base, and the 
bomb can be Ailed by the airman or 
hie assistants befora he starts. 

In addition to the air bomb French 
airmen have four terrible weapons of 
destruction In use: 

The steel arrows, 6 in. long, groov¬ 
ed to ensure atralght, downward 
flight, about an ounce In weight and 
carried la a box which launebea 1,000 
at a time. Dropped from an average 
flying height one of these will go 
clean through a rider and hla horse. 
The airmen carry several thousands 
on each flight. 

The quick firing air gun. which has 
accounted for many of the enemy'a 
machines. 

Thq, shell pistol, a lucky shot from 
which will put a Zeppelin out or ac¬ 
tion. 

The dynamite bomb, weighing 901b.. 
often used for blowing up bridges.

Germany's Failure 

Germany built tbe moet formidable 
military machine that waa ever put 
together.

And Germany’s military machine ha# 
nothing to show for 111 daya of aotlv- 
lty but a Belgium trampled under foot 
and a successful or partially success¬ 
ful defensive against the allies on the 
French border and against the cear's 
armies on the Rusctan border. 

Napoleon. Von Moltka and other 
great commanders would have consid¬ 
ered themselves failures If they had

Tbe record of Improvements effected 
on which Dominion Atlantic Railway,

could provide fir the expeditionary 
force in France,- the Hon Robt. Rog¬ 
ers. minister of blic works, waa 
the minister selected m use chars* 
of this responsible work. It was ob¬ 
vious to so practical a man as Mr. 
Rogers that the bai tiling of aoch largo 
orders as were in tight must be done 
’ y experienced trai sport officials, and, 
among others, be oonsultei Sir Thus. 
Shaughneeey. president of the Caned- 
.an Pacific Railway. Blr Thomas con¬ 
sidered It a patriotic duty to place at 
Mr. Rogers dlapoaa', without coat to 
the Canadian government, tie services 
of Mr. A. H- Harris, special traffic 
representative of tbe C.I.R-, together 
with such of the company's staff xa 
Mr. Harrla might select for purpose ef 
administration. As this staff eventual¬ 
ly numbered nearly twenty picked 
men, the value of the offer was con¬ 
siderable. and Its acceptanca by the 
Canadian government had gives the 
British war office an efficient aervlea 
and saved a large sum of money.
